KEY WEST PHONE SERVICE RESERVED 
By Raleigh Whiteman, Manager, ATCT 

At 11:00 a.m., the lower Keys west of Islamorada became 
isolated from the rest of the United States insofar as its ability to 
communicate via telephone due to a fiberoptic cable cut 74 miles 
east of Key West. 

Air Traffic Control into and out of the Key West area is highly 
dependent on land line communication with Miami Air Traffic 
Control for coordination of Instrument Flight Rule traffic; also the 
Key West area is surrounded by Air Defense Identification Zones, 
flights into these areas must be coordinated with Miami Flight 
Service. 

Weather, as usual, in Key West, was such that Instrument Flight 
Rule (FR) flight was not necessary except for Eastern and Pied- 
mont jets which are required by regulation to fly IFR. 

Mr. Charles (Chuck) Wardlow, an amateur Radio Operator 
(HAM) and a lifetime member of the South Florida RM Repeater 
Association was contacted by Joseph Garcia an Air Traffic Con- 
troller at Key West International Airport, to determine the 
feasibility of establishing communication with N4NVN, another 
‘‘Ham Operator” in the Miami Area who could relay information 
between the Air Traffic Control Facilities in Miami and Key West. 
A “Patch” was initially attempted which would allow direct 
telephone to telephone communication but failed due to poor 
reception. Mr. Garcia was dispatched to the home of Mr. Wardlow 
by the Key West Tower Manager, Raleigh Whiteman, with in- 
struction to contact a Center Supervisor to determine by what 
means air traffic to and from Key West would be handled. 

Mr. Wardlow contacted the South Florida FM Repeater 
Association and received permission to dedicate the repeater 
station and several other South Florida stations in assisting air 
traffic control and other functions for the duration of the telephone 
communication interruption. 

Garcia, in cooperation with the Key West Naval Air Station Air 


Traffic Control, was successful in contacting Miami Center and 
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Editorial--—

FCC DISCUSSES POSSIBLE NEW 
CALL SIGN PROGRAM 


FCC officials Michael Fitch, Deputy Chief, Private Radio 
Bureau, and Ray Kowalski, Chief, Special Services Division 
discussed the Amateur Radio call sign program at the FCC Forum 
at the ARRL National Convention. The pair noted that the volun- 
teer examination program was ‘“‘working extremely well” and they 
felt that a ‘‘special call sign program’”’ would perhaps work equally 
well. This “‘special call sign program”’ would basically work this 
way: the FCC will continue to issue what it calls “‘routine first 
licensed”’ call signs only. These are the 2X3 call signs presently 
assigned to each new Novice class licensee. 


¢—An amateur could continue to use this 2X4 call sign, no matter 
what class of license he held, for as long as he holds a license. There 
is no requirement for him ever to get another call. 

e—If an amateur wants another call sign, he could go to the 
private sector where he could pay for another special call sign in 
his license class group. The Commission estimates that the cost of a 
call sign issued by the private sector will be $20-$30. 

e—The Commission has not decided just how many call signs an 
amateur could be allowed to have. 


e—There should be a grace period at the beginning of the 
program-where, for example, previously held call signs, or call . 
signs of decreased family members, could be obtained by their 
previous owners or other licensed family members, respectively. 

e—The Commission will leave the details of the program up to the 
organization or organizations which will issue the call signs. 

e—This program must cost the FCC nothing. 

Ray Kowalski concluded, ‘I am optimistic that, based on in- 
formal research and our close working relationship with ARRL, 
that we are in a position that we can go forward and . . . give the 


amateurs the call sign program they desire.”’

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“CAPTAIN MIDNIGHT” DIDIT. 

Every radio and TV transmitter in the country may be required 
to transmit an electronic identifier whenever it is on the air, under 
a proposal (General Radio Docket 86-337) being considered by the 
Federal Communications Commission. The suggestion comes in 
the wake of a series of interruptions to satellite transmissions. The 
most prominent of these was last April’s disruption of an HBO 
movie by a disgruntled Florida ham who called himself “Captain 
Midnight.” The FCC was able to track him down by analyzing the 
power of the transmission and the type of electronic graphics 
generator used by John R. MacDougell, KA4WJA, to produce his 
message that protested the encrypting of pay TV satellite signals. 

Under the proposed automatic transmitter identification system, 
every satellite transmitting uplink facility would transmit a 
unique, unchangeable identifying code to leave an easily traceable 
electronic fingerprint. In addition to intentional interference with 
satellite signals, many transmissions are disrupted each week by 
poorly trained technicians with portable transmitter dishes that 
are improperly aimed and bounce signals off the wrong bird. The 
Commission said theere is an urgent need for the system to protect 
satellite signals and proposes putting the system into effect by 
December 31, 1987. 

The FCC is also suggesting that all radio and TV transmitters 
eventually be equipped with similar automatic identification 
features. Spectrum users, including police, fire and other mobile 
radio users, must now be identified with an announcement of call 
letters and location at standard times. Police departments and 
ham operators are particularly interested in tracing flase or 
disruptive calls transmitted on their frequencies by pranksters. 

The new identification, which may replace the oral an- 
nouncement, could be in the form of an occasional burst of data 
similar to packet radio and lasting less than one-tenth of a second. 
If it were sent as part of a regular voice transmission, it might be 
too short to be noticed. 

Cellular telephone already transmit a coded signal so the 
telephone companies can identify the caller for billing purposes.

ELMER GRUNT LECTURES ON EARLY 
PREDECESSOR OF MORSE CODE 
(FROM GEARBAKf Bulletin) 

Old timer Elmer Grunt lectured on the 26-digit code system last 
week at the Traditionalist Radio Amateur Program Class ‘‘C”’ 
license class. Grunt explained to the students that early radio 
operators did not immediately adopt the Morse code, but first used 
the 26-digit code instead for many years. In the 26-digit code, each 
letter of the alphabet was assigned a corresponding number of dits. 
That is, A-., B-.., C-..., J-.......... , etc. ‘‘although popular,’ Grunt 
said, ‘‘the 26 digit code was somewhat cumbersome.”’ Grunt went 
on to tell the class how the 26-digit code was replaced by the ‘“‘dit 
and space’’ code in 1879. This code system was similar in that it 
required a maximum of only 13 dits to form a character. The dits 
were used in combination with 13 spaces which were preformed in 
the carrier-off or key-up mode. Finally, before the turn of the 
century, another code system, the No-Dit, All-Space code was 
briefly tried. It was the simplest of all as it required no dits. All 
characters were formed in the key up mode. In fact, no key was 
necessary. Unfortunately, this code, while using very little spec- 
trum space, was very difficult to copy and never gained acceptance 
among hams of the day. Still, now and then, on stright key night, 
one is likely to hear an old timer like Elmer Grunt get on the air 
with the 26-digit code, the ‘“‘Dit and Space”’ code or the ‘‘No-Dit, All-

As per your request, I am providing an outline of when 
Emergency Amateur Radio Network operations would be desirable 
from the National Hurricane Center. Since the Amateur Radio 
Network is not an official system for product dissemination for 
monetary or legal purposes, and all supplied support is on a 
voluntary basis, we cannot require specific coverage. However, we 
are most appreciative of the excellent work your organization does 
and the service it provides. We encourage you to keep up the good 
work. 

The primary time of desired coverage would be whenever a 
hurricane warning is in effect for the continental United States and 
its territories. That would include Puerto Rico and the U.S. Virgin 
Islands. Other times when coverage might be considered is when a 
major hurricane was affecting other countries in the Atlantic basin 


(includes the Caribbean Sea and Gulf of Mexico). Sincerly, 
I hope you find this information useful.

SOS PHONY 

A series of phony ‘“‘SOS”’ calls have cost another radio prankster 
his freedom. Twenty-two year old Bruce Humenik is currently in 
jail undergoing a court-ordered psychiatric examination after the 
FCC and FBI caught his red-handed issuing a phony distress call by 
radio to the Coast Guard’s Gloucester City, New Jersey, rescue 
station. The Coast Guard had requested FCC’s and FBI’s 
assistance to track down the hoaxster who had been believed 
responsible for issuing phony distress alerts on numerous oc- 
casions. 

Even though they had come to recognize the pranksters voice 
over nine months, on this occasion they responded as urgently as 
they had more than 15 times before. The Coast Guard dispatched a 
rescue boat, notified local authorities along the Delaware River, 
and readied a helicopter to pluck survivors from the supposedly 
sinking ship. But last January, FBI agents also were listening on an 
electronic stakeout along with engineers from the FCC. Using high 
tech DF equipment mounted in unmarked cars, the detectives were 
able to drive to the source of the illegal signal. 

As a result, the resident of Maple Shade, New Jersey was taken 
into custody. Hunemik was sentenced on June 2 to the maximum of 
five years in jail and a $250,000 fine by a federal judge in Camden, 
New Jersey. The defendant pleaded guilty to threatening a Coast 
Guard radio operator during one of what authorities allege were 
dozens of bogus marine broadcasts beginning in May, 1985. U.S. 
District Judge Garrett E. Brown has agreed to review the sentence 
after a psychiatric report from the prison in North Carolina. 

In 1985, according to statistics from Coast Guard headquarters, 
the service responded to 67,775 distress calls last year. Only 4,876 
were hoaxes or false alarms.

Well, more to the point, if you CURRENTLY HAVE an amateur 
radio license plate, you will have to keep it for the remainder of 
current license period. To renew your registration, just go to your 
loca] licensing agency and there they will issue you a renewal 
sticker for THIS YEAR. Just go out and place it onto your present 
license plate. 

NEXT YEAR, Tallahassee will send you a notice in the mail on 
the proper procedure to follow to obtain your shiney, new plate.

Hello DXers from the SFDXA. All requests for information or 
comments about the column should be directed to W4WJ, Don, via 
the callbook address, or the repeater 147.930/330. 

Since we last submitted an article DX has not been easy to come 
by. We’ve had some, of course, but it’s been sporadic at best. 
ZM70Y, C30 and 3C0A have been heard but propagation is not the 
level or consistency that DX’rs look for. The solar flux numbers 
coming from Boulder, Colorado have been hovering around 66 or 67 
every day with the remaining indexes just as low. Well, it can only 
get better from here on out! !

It 
provides some insight into the DX mentality — I know that I’m not 
like that!!! It further gives good ideas about pileup techniques, 
band propagation, the ‘“‘hunt,’’ DX helpers, special techniques, a 
summary of awards available, and a great variety of other sub- 
jects. The book is certainly written in a easy flowing and humorous 
style and well edited.

We all contribute our 
time, equipment, and experience to those who are in need of help 
for more DX power. We also get a lot of new ideas as we visit each 
“site’’. This is a great project for club activity.

ANOTHER ANTENNA ORDINANCE 
By Dick McKlveen, W4YWA 

Of particular interest to Hams in Brevard and probably of in- 
terest to all Amateurs is the antenna ordinance situation in Indian 
Harbour Beach (IHB), FL. A draft ordinance is now being con- 
siderd by the Planning and Zoning Board. 

This ordinance has some requirements that we probably cannot 
live with. Some of them are: all antennas and supporting structures 
must be certified by a ‘‘Certified Engineer’’ to withstand winds up 
to 140 MPH; elements of an antenna cannot exceed 15 feet in any 
dimension; and any property on which an antenna is installed must 
be surrounded by an opaque fence 6 feet high. Local Amateurs 
seem to agree that the above restrictions are not only 
unreasonable, but they are impossible! PRB-1 would seem to apply 
here. 

Various Amateur organizations plan on sending representatives 
to Planning & Zoning Board and Council meetings when this or- 
dinance is to be discussed. We will keep our readers informed of 
developments. 

One should note here that, when the city of Cocoa Beach began 
toying with the idea of writing a restrictive antenna ordinance, a 
group of local Hams volunteered to assist and the result was one of 
the best ordinances I have ever read. City officials were elated and 
thankful for the expertise provided. 

It can be done, but it does mean some work on our part! Let’s 
hope something constructive can be accomplished at IHB because, 
if we fail here, the tendency toward harsh restrictions may prove 
contagious and we will really have a bag of worms on our hands.

A phone call to Dade County AR- 
PSC Planning Committee member, Juan Huarte, KF4Q0J, who 
alerted members of the American Radio Club (mostly Spanish) 
brought quick results and information into the area. 

The American Radio Club set up a traffic command post in 
Hialeah to receive all incoming calls and phone back their results 


to local residents. Eight of their club members manned the phones ' 


24-hours-a-day for almost five days! Among some of the operators 
were Juan Huarte, KF40J, Orestes Falcon, WQ40, and Norberto 
Pagan, WS4U. Their main San Salvador contact was Jose Enrique 
Cana, YSIJEC. At last count over 420 messages were handled for 
the American Red Cross and others in the area. Most all traffic was 
passed on 14,250 kHz. 

The newspapers report some 150,000 people homeless and only 
God knows how many dead. San Salvador president estimates 
“Damage will exceed $2. billion.”’
